Eorron Colonist: — Having been, at all 
events, among tho first who declared that 
the Dry Dock scheme interfered with and 
might be made use of to rooponthe Terms 
of Union, and having been therefore im- 
plicated in tho, [ hope "patriotic uproar ' 
against interfering with tho Torm.i of 
Union, at least until !Mr. Maokcni'.io ex- 
plained what ho meant by a rohixatiou of 
the Terms of Union, I deem it iny duty 
to write a few more Kontcnces thereon: — 
I BtUl assert that the Dry Dock and the 
Loan scheme do alter and further may be 
made the means of reopening the Terms 
of Union. AlthouKh tlie local Govern- 
ernmeut at lust denied that such would 
be tho case, tlioy havo since changed their 
opinion and u(;\v admit the truth of niy 

'assertion, ns shown by determining to put 
iWo thoDestrttotioQof Terms Bill.acrtaiu 
amendments to tho effect that anything 
o<intained in tiie Bill shall net bo constru- 
ed to give any jiowor to open up, vary or 
alter tho Teriju of Union. Now is this 
not a sulFioient proof that danger did, and 
as I may presently show, dous still exist. 

/ Mr. DeCosmos, notwithstanding the ac- 
tion of the local Goremment, pretends to 
laugh at tho idea of the Dry Dotk scheme 
afl'ectjng any other Term of Union, but 
that is' only liii opinion, whiel) may ho 
taken for what it is w-orth.particulariy as 
he liaiJpuiis to bo defending his own 
conduct. 

It is quite plain from Mr. DeCosmos' 
address to tho Electors, and from liis 
phblished correspondence about tho Dry 
Dock, that he never even thought of en- 
ijuiring of tho Government whether his 
scheme would in any way aflect tho ollior 
Terms of Union, so that ho docs not even 
know v.'hat tho opinion of tho Dominion 
Government may be on tho subject, and 
has not even thought it worth while en- 
iiuiring, notwithstanding tho public do- 
(daratiou of tho best legal gentlemon in 
this Province and tha action of tho local 
Government state that the scheme 
does interftue with tho Torms of 
Union and may be made tho 
means of reopening them and of lead- 
ing to further unlimited negotiations. In 
a matter of this importance and magni- 
tude, it must excite at least astonishment 
if not suspicion, that neither tho local 
(rovornment nor Mr. DeCo.snios luivo on- 
(^uired [ by tolograph J of the Dominion 
Govornmcnt wlielher tho Dominion Gov- 
ernmout means to use tho Dry Dock 
scheme as a lever to reonon or to afloct 
tho Torms of Union in any way or not.
